NO more care was ever spent: in 
legislation than has been 
epent upon the constitutional amend- 
Ment to provide for a low tax rate 
upon securities such as stocks and 
bands and evidences of indebtedness.

Textile Workers Come Here 

‘rhe continued importance of Mas- 
sachusetts as a textile manufacturing 
state is shown by. the current report 
of the bureau of statistics; wherein it 
appears that over two-fifths, or 43.5 
percent of the textile workers coming 
to this country, chose this. state as 
their destination, while 27.6 percent 
of the weavers and spinners coming 
into the country were also on their 
way here. 

This ‘does not mean, however. that 
Massachusetts is getting a very large 
proportion; of skilled workmen. . Only 
8.1 percent of the skilled workmen 
admitted to the United States came 
last. year to Massachusetts. The oc- 
cupations ‘showing the largest num- 
bers were tailors, 1632; shoemakers, 
1235; ‘carpenters and joiners; 1221, 
and weavers and spinners, 1079. 

‘The story told by the above figurés 
seems to be that except for the mat- 
ter of textiles this state is not being 
made subject to an extraordinary in- 
vagion of labor of-any class. . 

It is of interest to observe the 
rather large number of negro aliens 
coming, to, Massachusetts, . There 
were 739. in 1909, 937 in, 1910, 1341 in 
1911, 1290 im 1912, 1173 in-1913 and 
@ total of 5480 in the ¢ itire five years. 

Many Unskilled 

During the past twenty years there 
has been considerable variation in 
the total number of: immigrants te 
the country and to the state. The 
number did not exceed 343,267 for the 
whole country during any one of the 
years from 1494 to 1899. . In 1900 the 
number admitted was 448,572 and 
from year to year thereafter, , witb 
the. exception of 1904, it increased by 
large additions until 1907, when there 
were 1,285,349 admitted. This wag 
a record year for both country and 
state. : 

In 1908 the number admitted to the 
United States decreased by over 
500,000 as compared with 1907, and 
1909 showed even a smaller total than 
1908. In 1909 the number increased 
to 1,041,570. This fell to 878,578 in 
1911 and to 838,172 in 1912. in 191F 
it increased to 1,197,182, or to” a to- 
tal of only about 88,000 8 than the 
record of 1907. 

Massachusetts received; 85,583 1n 
1907 and 101,674 in 1913. 

The Massachusetts story’ for the fig- 
ures quoted above seem to indicate 
that while Massachusetts textiles are 
getting an enormous percentage: ol 
the labor coming to this country, the 
state is also getting an uncomfortably 
large number of unskilled people and 
people with no occupation at all. 

And all of this has-a part in ex- 
plaining why there are radical and 
socialistic measures in abundance and 
more petitions every year for all kinds 
of relief than ever before. 

“Spilled the Beans” 

Colonel Jeremith Desmond, chien 

of scouts Yor the Boston charter asso- 


ciation, says that Professor William 


B. Munro of Harvard “spiled the 
beans” when he talked the other day 
at the state house on business ad- 
ministration for cities. 

‘The professor favors the Newpors

were going'to be given the right to 
open up ice houses and coal yards., 

‘Then the antendment added to the 
list groceries, meats, vegetables, hay 
and grain, dry goods and clothing. 
This means that the Municipality 
would be given the general right to 
go into any mercantile business. 

Why Tax Ie Large. 

When people ask why the state tax 
ig so large and growing larger the an- 
swer should be given that the state 
nce the 
state tax began to grow, and the state 
revenues have not increased suffi- 
ciently to meet the increase. There- 
fore it. must be raised from taxation. 

In 1908 the costs of running’ the de- 
partments were. $6,700,000... Last 
year they were over. $17,000,000. The 
inheritance tax yields about $2,500,- 
000 of revenue, and about $1,500,000 


‘more than the collateral legacy tax, 


which ig now part of the inheritance 
tax. ! 

These big expenses are making the 
taxation situation a sharp issue in the 
legisiature. 

Other Reasons . 

Fifteen years ago a man paid'a tax 
of $10 or $15 a thousand on hig prop- 
erty. That was too high upon securi- 
ties yielding 4 percent. But now he 
pays $20 and as high at §26.° Wake- 
Aue this year will have a tax rate ot 
$25 a thousand; it is said;. 

What makes the expenses so! high? 

First, it is the same. thing generally 
that makes the cost of living high, a 
cheapening standard of value, due to 
increased production of gold. 

Setondly, it is piling upoa the state 
undreamed functions in administra- 
tion, Under the second head come 
multiplication of boards, increased in- 
spection, pensiong for everybody, su- 
Pervision of everything. _ 

This is the true analysis of the 
coming state tax of, $11, 000, 000, 
against $1,500,000. in 1898... 

Cole Going Siow 

Charles H. Cole, the new adjutant 
general, is not going out for a whirl- 
wind record in his new office: He 
says he didn’t want to take it and 
doesn’t want to stdy in it any longer 
than he can help, . He accepted the 
place ‘only aiter a great deal of urg- 
ing from Governor Walsh and a sort 
of promise of relief in the near future, 

Colonel Cole is acceptable to all 
of the militia. ,His executive ability | 
and pleasant manners make the ap- 
pointment a very desirable one. His 
first task is to get the militia in touch 
with the war department. 

Ward Unimaginative 

Senator Ward of Buckland is not 
getting excited over his boom for state 
treasurer. He has a first rate record 
as*senate chairman of the ways and 
means committee and, if inclined, 
could undoubtedly get the Republican 
nomination for treasurer, inasmuch 
as former State, Treasurer _ Stevens 
would support him. 

But Senator Ward has the reputa- 
tion of being a canny man. That he 
could be elected there ig not much 
doubt. Nevertheless he is canny and 
Piaces on the. state ticket cost both 
time and money these days. But it 
there were to be a Progressive in the 
field—well, that might make some 
difference. 

Somebody Save Mack 

Somebody ought to save Senato1 
Harry Mack of North Adams from the 
mémbers of his own party. Frank 
Horgan refers to him ag “the learned 
jurist from the Berkshires” and ast 
“the fount of judicial wisdom.” And 
now comes Fisher of Essex and bows 
to tlie “legal acumen and profound 
scholarly attainments of the senator 
from the western part of the state.’ 

» Harry is a pretty good “feller.” He 
is sound, kind. and obliging and per- 
fectly successful as a senator. . This 
is merely the Republican point, of view 
about Harry. If they ever get the 
view expressed by Messrs. Horgan 
and Fisher, they probably won't send 
him to congress one of these fine 
days. And word comes from Pittsfield 
that that’s what some of Harry's 
friends talk of doing. 

Trolley Merger Again 

The trolley merger proposed by 
President Sullivan of the Bay State 
trolley line and by ex-Mayor Fitz- 
gerald is not one of the things that 
will bear fruit this year.

We are glad 
to make the correction of a statement 
which would not have been made had it | 
been fully analyzed, for Mr. Flint’s re- 
putation in caring for his buildings is 
such as to justify a conclusion at once 
that they are bound to be in repair, and 
under no possible conditions. can they 
ever be expected to be unsightly.

I recall coming out 
from school one day in August; 1848, 
and joining the procession where my 
parents were following with the mourn- 
ers down the long North path, to the 
grave-of little Frank Simpson, -my-first 
playmate, as we lived on High street: in 


“}his grandfather’s -house.... His. uncle 


Frank was about to go to California with 
the ‘forty-nine’ men and he had to 
leave us our favorite playfellow, the 
Newfoundland pup Prince, who followed 
his master’s train to Ballardvale. Mrs. 
Stowe adopted him in his old age and 
told part of his tale. After we had tried 
Lawrence, with the new railroad shops, 
I spent two winters under masters. here 
again in that Town school in 1854 and 
there in the Vestry was Miss Sanger’s 
private school, where the Perrys and 
other daughters of the well-to-do folks 
on Central street, kept their girls ftom 
the rudeness of the average middlé-Class 
child, as they fondly hoped.’ ‘They 
dubbed us ““Town cows,” and we chose 
“Vestry apes” for them. I think one of 
the Donald boys invented that suitable 
te 


rm, 

We had conflicts in the horse sheds 
and the fighting quality of the Perry 
blood was well matched by that of ‘the 
old pioneer stock, especially Péter 
French’s granddaughter, a girl of rare 
gifts and spirit in her youth. Kipling 
was right about the female of the species. 

Then came the gentle, blind musician, 
Abby Carter, and her little singing 
school, and the first song she taught us 
was about the Robin, which I was later 
to find in the music of an old school song 
book. Funerals there were—too many 
to linger over. The ancestors used the 
building however for their Noon house as 
well as the Evening meeting. The Sab- 
bath school started there in the spring 
of 1818. In 1827, having outgrown the 
cramped quarters, the meeting house had 
the school. One of the last meetings in 
the old building that I recall was the 
early morning prayer meeting well at- 
tended, ‘and the singing fine as it would 
be in the morning. : 

I can’t seem to recall that we used the 
Vestry much for shows. The Bank hall 
held all I can recall of these affairs. The 
union morning meetings were held in 
1858.

George Mooar’s Manual, was built in 
1815 by subs¢ription and turned over 
to the parish in 1855. I think the old 
Noon house stood on the site of the town 
school. After we got the new church 
the vestry was sold to Samuel Bean at

The old walls, if they could speak up 
with their tale of the last century now at 
the last chapter, would give much of, 
interest that never came to my notice 
in my wanderings in and out of Andover. | 
Someone else may have a memory to 
throw on the grave of this venerable old 
shell, that has served the parish in such 
varied offices for one hundred long years.

Women in industry need the ballot! One of the most forcible arguments 


for their own protection. 

A hundred years ago, we in this coun- 
try were primarily concerned with es- 

our independence as a nation. 
Today, we are primarily concerned with 
social and industrial problems. In those 
early days, woman’s work was almost en- 
tirely in the home. Today, industrial 
conditions have completely changed. 
Much of woman’s work has gone out of 
the home, and many women have been 
forced to follow their work into the 


: factory and workshop. The hours of 
the conditions 


labor of these women, 
under which they work — all the fac- 
tors which make for or against the men- 
tal, moral and physical. soundness of 
the women and of the children born to 
them —all these things depend upon 
the laws, and yet women have no voice 
in the making or enforcing these laws. 
“But,” it is argued, “Massachusetts, 
where women have no voice, is in the 
forefront of legislation for women and ' 
children.” Indeed, as an eminent suf- 
fragist has lately said, ‘If indirect influ- 
ence were as good as the ballot, Massa- 
‘chusetts ought by this time to have 
almost perfect laws for working women. 
The need of such legislation is pressing, 
and has been pressing for sometime. Mas- 
sachusetts is one of the oldest industrial 
states in the Union. It’s factory system 
dates far back into the past, and for 
generations it has had an enormous 
number of women employed in factories 
and workshops. Moreover, it is a state 
abounding in benevolent and philan- 
thropic societies, made up largely of 
more fortunate women. Yet its legis- 
lation for working women is still grossly 
inadequate; and in several important 
respects half a dozen of the enfran- 
chised states have- gone ahead of Massa- 
chusetts in their legislation for women 
workers, with only a few years of effort, 
and without anything like such a prese+ 
ing need for such laws, since in those 
states there are still compgratively few. 
women engaged in work’ outside their 
own homes.” 


To be more spetific, Massachusetts 
has, nominally, a 54-hour-a-week: law 
for women. It provides that women 
shall not be “employed in laboring in 
any factory, workshop, or mercantile 
establishment” more than ten hours:a 
day or more than 54 hours a week, .ex- 
cept that when employment is by sea- 
sons, the women may be worked 58 
hours a week for part‘of the year,:if 
their average hours during the year do 
not exceed 54 a ‘week. It would be 
quite impossible to enforce this slippery 
law under the most favorable circunt 
stances, but when we learn that there 
are only 24 labor and health inspectors 
for all men, women, and children, in the 
‘entire state, and over 50,000 establish- 
ments to be inspected, we realize that 
no clever employer need fear this law. 
And if he should be convicted of violat- 
ing the law, what would be his punisli- 
ment? He is liable to a fine of not more 
than $100 without imprisonment. 

Under this law, women and young 
girls may be required to loiter around 
for 16 hours out of the 24, provided they; 
are not kept actually at work for more 
than 54 hours a week, and are not made 
to work before 6 a.m. or after 10 p.m. 
One Portuguese woman complained ‘to 
the inspector that both her daughters 
had gone wrong in consequence. They 
had to come early and stay late; but in 
order to keep within the law, they were 
turned out into the street for several 
hours at noon and at supper time, with 
nowhere to go, and fell into bad com- 
pany while hanging about. 

Contrast this unenforcable, easily 
evaded law of Massachusetts, with the 
8-hour laws of California, Colorado, 
Arizona and Washington; the 9-hour 
law of Utah, and the 8-hour regulations 
enforced by the Industrial Welfare Com- 
mission of Oregon. 


advanced by the advocates of woman 
suffrage is that it would lead to a fairer 
treatment of women in industry and to’ 
better laws for their protection. The 
claim is made that the laws on our sta- 
tute books are unjust to the wage-earn- 
ing woman, and that her only redress 
from this discrimination is in the ballot. 

So often has this view been urged that 
it has come to be accepted by many 
wage-earning women, who have for this 
reason become advocates of a cause 
otherwise distasteful to them. A study 
of the laws of the various States of the 
United States will show that these con- 
clusions are as fallacious as the premise 
is untrue. — aah 

In all the States of the United States 
laws have been passed for the protection 
of women who must work, which laws 
are distinct from and in additicn to the 
laws protecting all wage-earners, men 
and women alike; that is to say that in 
all states the laws for the safeguarding 

f wace-earning women are better than 
the laws fo the safeguarding of the 
wage-earning men. Moreover, a com- 
parison of the labor laws of the various 
states shows that the votes of women 
have not brought about better condi- 
tions in the suffrage states than exist in 
male suffrage states having practically 
identical conditions industrially and 
geographically. In other wcrds, there 
is not a law for the protection of work- 
ing women found in suffrage states which 
cannot be met by laws equally as good 
or better in adjoining male suffrage 
states. 

It is a fact worth remembering that 
it is Massachusetts, and not in any 
suffrage stat: that night work for 
women i: factories is prohibited; that 
it was Massachusetts, and not any suf- 
frage state, that was the first to es- 
tablish a minimum wage commission, 
‘and the first to pass a maternity act; 
and that it is Massachusetts and not 
any suffrage state which, according to 
the expert, Dr. McKelway, himself a 
suffragist, had in 1912 the best child- 
labor law in this country. What be- 
comes of th: claim that it is only 
through women’s votes that such laws 
can be secured? 

In an address delivered last week be- 
fore the Suffrage Discussion Club of 
Smith College, Professor Ernest Bern- 
baum of Harvard University stated that 
of ‘the cities doing c nspicuously acti e 
an ' effective work for the protection of 
women and children, none.appear in the 
list. of suffrage states.
